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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Japan on 8-30-2002. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed 
a certified copy of the JP 2002-255358 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tamura 
(5,348,208). Tamura discloses an electrical harness manufacturing apparatus 
comprising wire supply means (A1) and a pressure welding station (160,170) for 
providing connectors (52) to each end of a wire (50) to form an electric harness (51 ). A 
supply amount detecting means (201 ,250) is provided at a wire supply apparatus (A1) 
for detecting an amount of wire supplied (column 7, lines 3-12). Calculating and 
comparing control means (300) are used to determine that an actual supplied amount of 
wire (Lr) is equal to a desired amount (Lh) based upon the number of revolutions of the 
measuring roller (201) in order to supply an accurate amount of wire to be formed into 
the harness (column 7, lines 55-68). Control means (300) is in communication with 
roller drive means (320) to signal that a difference in wire supply has occurred and that 
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wire needs to be supplied. Control means is in communication with attachment means 
(160,170) and cutting means (140) to control the cutting and attachment process based 
upon an amount of wire supplied. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable overTamura 
(5,348,208) in view of Tamura (5,477,463). Tamura (5,348,208) does not disclose an 
encoder comprising light blocking and transmitting portions. 5,477,463 teaches a feed 
detector comprising an encoder (33) having a two piece photosensor (33,c,33d) using a 
feed roller (31 B) as a rotor plate. An amount of wire detected corresponds to the 
number of rotations of the feed roller (31 B) as detected by light pulses outputted by the 
encoder (33) (column 6, lines 17-38). It would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art at the time of invention to provide the feed roller of Tamura (5,348,208) with an 
encoder as taught by 5,477,463 in order to determine a cut length and attachment 
position for the electric harness attaching means.
